Of - concern to  school and
health officials is the problem
of pet dogs following ~thefr|
small._nasters oW,
that vacation playt or them
both has ceased, according to
Hugh MacMillan, chief area in-
spector for the Torrance dis-
triet of the Los Angeles county
health department,

Several children were severely
bitten by dogs on school play-
grounds last year, the inspector
warned, and in many congrega-
tion' of family pets, the stray
dog, perhaps infected =~ with
rabies, is . a menace to the
health of school children. Dur:
ing ‘the first eight months of
this year, 340 rabid animals
were. reported in Los Angeles
county and 5364 persons were
bitten by dogs in the county
health department jurisdiction.

Grown Here by
George Harbour

George Harbour,” 1772 W.
260th st, known far and wide
as the creator of vegetable
glants, has done it again. This
time ‘it is a watermelon-dwarf-
ing squash weighing 27%
pounds, by OPA weight.

This  squash was' developed
from a normal sized vine planted
by Mrs. Harbour, but as the

lsquash began to ripen, George

Harbour sltt the stem just ahead
of the squash; stuffed the rag
in, then began dripping onto
it nine drops, per minute of
his plant vitamin chemicals.

This method of forcing the
growth spread backwards into
the vine, causing it to take over
a large section of the yard, Har-
bour said. The squash was pre-
sented to Dr. J. L. Bloch, the
family doctor. il
